| Take notice, that England is not a free-people, till the poor that have n6 
Land, have a free allowance to dig and labour the Commons, and ſo live as 
comfortably as the Landlords that live in their Incloſures. For the people 
have not laid out their moneyes, and ſhed their blood, that their Landlords, 
the Norman power, (ſhould ſtill have its liberty and freedome to rule in Ty- 
ranny in his Lords, Landlords, Judges, Juſtices, Baylifts, and State-Servants x 
- but that the opprefſed might be ſer free, priſon- doors opened, and the poor 
peoples hearts comforted by an univerſall conſent of making the earth a 
ommon Treaſury, that they may live together as one Houſe of Iſrael, unt- 
'ted in brotherly love into one Spirit; and havinga comfortable livelihood 
-in the Community of one earth their Mother. W- _ 
If you look through the earth you ſhall ſee, that the Landlords, Teachers 
.and Rulers, are Oppreflors, Murtherers, and Theeves in this -manner.; But it 
was not thus from the beginning, And thisis one reaſon of our digging 
and 1abouring the Earth one with another, that we might work in righ- 
-teouſneſle, . and lift up the Creation from bondage : Fer ſo long as we'own 
Landlords in this corrupt ſettlement , we cannot worke in righteouſneſſe; 
*For we ſhould ſtill lift up the Curſe and tread down the Creation, diſhonor 
the ſpirit of univerſal Liberty, and hinder the work of Reftaurationa 
* Secondly, inthat we begin to dig upon George- Hill, to cat our bread to=- 
:gether by righteous labour and ſweat of our browes ; it was fhewed us by 
:Viſion in Dreams,and out of Dreams,that that ſhould be the place we ſhoulC 
begin upon; and though that earth in view of fleſh, be very barren, yet we 
ſhould truſt the Spirit for a blefling. And that not onely this Common or
